Political parties have many responsibilities, most of which they 
discharge effectively, but in the selection of candidates for 
public office the major parties the country over fall short of 
presenting the voters with qualified men.

CONVENTIONS. F AILED 
The history of political parties in the United States reveals 
that this difficulty in establishing a democratic method of 
~ selecting candidates has always been perplexing. One of the 
earliest methods of nominating candidates: was the legislative 
caucus. The delegation of each party in the state legislature 
would select candidates for all élective offices within the 
{ state, from the governor down to the lowest city official. This 
method, which was not notably democratic, eventually yielded 
to state and local conventions. This new system offered some 
advantages in that the basis of representation was more demo- 
cratic and a party platform could be formulated that unified 
party action at all levels. The political bosses appeared, 
however, and soon gained control of the convention, corrupting 
its democratic purpose. The convention fell into disrepute and 
became no better than the legislative caucus had been. [xcept 


for the quaarennial national conventions that select presiaential 
‘candidates, this older system has now been supplanted in most 
states by the direct primary. Probably the national convention is 
too firmly entrenched in our political tradition ever to be displaced 
completely; it might, however, be supplemented by the presidential 
primary. — 

The direct primary places responsibility for the nomination of 


Consequently, the primary aypears to be the ideal method of nominating 
im candidates. Persons aspiring to public office need only file with the 
| appropriate county official and pay a filing fee in order to place their 
| names on the ballot. The procedure appears to be simple and re

CROSS-FILING PRESENTS PROBLEMS 
In California, however, this simplicity is made complex by the prac- 
tice of cross-filing and by the fact that the organization of the political 


party is carefully outlined in the Flection Code. Cross-filing permits 
a Democrat to place his name on the Republican ballot, ‘the: Republican 


to place his name on the Lemocratic ballot, and the voters of both 
parties choose among, candidates whose party affiliation is not always 
clear. Faced with a ballot that is at best too long, the voter is further 
confused by being confronted with the names of men who are not even 
of his won party. It is true that recent legislation requires candidates 
who cross-file at least to indicate their party affiliation, but this only 


answer the problem presented by the candidate who wins the primary 

with a mere plurality rather than a majority. Jesides the dilemma pres- 

ented by cross-filing, the political parties are restricted by the Flect- 
tion Code which clearly establishes their organization. The Code sets 

forth the types of political committees, their composition and the 
_ methods of appointment and/or election of their membership. Such con- 


candidates in the hands of the voters, where it would seem to Yelong.

ditions hamper the political parties in their selection of candidates 
and make it impossible to hold parties responsible for their actions. 
A liberal Election Code would make parties more responsive to the 
public will and would strengthen their organizations immeasurabl y. 
Now, their attitude borders on outright ‘indifference. 

Still another problem, mainly one for the candidate to solve, 
is that of financing the campaign. In a prinary election polit- 
ical parties are wary’ of supporting any one candidate because 
election results may prove they have supported the wrong man. 
Campaigns are expensive and the responsibility for financing 
them logically rests with the political party. Few local party : 
organizations in California are solvent, but where finances are 
available endorsement becomes a ‘‘wait and see’’ proposition. 
Therefore, the responsibility for financing a primary campaign 
is that of the candidate. 

While placing the nomination of candidates in the hands of the peop le 
(as the primary does) appears to be the best system of nominating, the 
apathy of the voters does not support this contention. The voters 
have not accepted their responsibility when only 8% of the qualified 
electorate responds to a primary election. In Monterey County there 
was an instance where a member was elected to the county central 
committee with only two votes. Under present law the legal minimum 
is twenty votes. Many such examples could be cited; the situation is 
symptomatic. 

In view of public apathy toward elections, the question that arises 
is whether or not the voter alone should be entrusted with the respon- 
sibility of nominating. If not the voter, who then should take the lead 
in assuming this responsibility? The answer is, obviously, the polit- 
ical party. But the parties must do more than they are now doing. 

INTRA-PARTY POLITICS CLOWD ISSUE 

Present procedures of the political parties in sel ecting candidates 
for public office leave much to be desired. There is little or no effort 
exerted by the County Central Committees and Congressional District 
committees to find able and qualified candidates. The Congressional 
District Committee invites all who wish to appear for an endorsement 
to come forth and be heard. It would appear from such practice that 
the party is attempting to find, in a democratic way, the best qualified 
candidate. But in actuality the hearing is a facade; by the time the 
Congressional District Committee meets, the candidate has already 
been agreed upon, usually from the ranks of deserving party members 


The citizen who aspires to political office, once aware of such goings | 


on, is not likely to submit himself to a hearing whose outcome has been 
determined in advance. Thus political parties avoid their responsibility 
to the American people by selecting candidates on the basis of party 
work and contributions rather than ability and qualifications. Further 
npre, as has been demonstrated, one apparent prerequisite for nom- 


inations in this Congressional District, as elsewhere, is the ability of 
the prospectiv: «candidate to finance his own :campaign., To pay fora 
canpaign, the candidate must be financially independent or must attract 
the members of the party who control the purse strings. Neither cir 
cumstance guarantees the voter a representative with the qualifications 
of leadership. | 

To this latter objection, the practical politician will. say that it is 
necessary to be realistic about finance. This is a valid objection; 


furthermore, under the present system of nominating candidates, itis 


an unanswerable objection. On the other hand, if political parties are 
to face,up to their resopnsibilities they must present qualified and 
able candidates to the voters. A party should not determine a man’s 
fimess for public office on the basis of his ability to finance his 
campaign nor on the basis of contributions to the party. Political 
parties must actively seek out men with leadership ability and integ- 
rity and encourage them to run for office. The party must be prepared 
to endorse its candidate and - finance his primary campaign, as, 
(contrary to statements of local politicians) the party is legally entitled 
to do under the Election Code.

They must not hope, in answer to 


financial independence, personal integrity, and a high Hooper rat- 
ing, to rescue them from a marriage of political necessity. Parties 
must rise above the usual intra-party politics and give the voters some 
selection among candidates. 

Local political parties have not accepted, nor do they fully understand 
their responsibilities , but rather are satisfied to hold on to the prac- 
tices of the past. This is short sighted. Democracy in the United 
States depends on strong representative legislative organizations 
which can derive their strength only from the election of qualified 
candidates. In this period of the conflict of ideologies the United 
States needs ‘strong and able men of princip k rather than party regulars 
who rise to party prominence on the basis of financial contributions 
and seniority. The welfare of the United States must be placed above 
the interests of the political party if the political party and democracy 
are to survive. 

PARTIES MUST RECOGNIZE RESPONSIBILITY 

Perhaps the answer to the cries of the practical polotician lies in 
making apparent to both parties the fact that the welfare of the party— 
local, state, or national—is tied to the welfare of the country as a
